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CAR PARKS MAY 
GET AN UPGRADE

OSWESTRY Town Council will 
review its car parking system 
later this year with a view to 
upgrading it to allow for pay¬ 
ments by mobile phone. 

As of last Friday, drivers parking in 
Shropshire Council-run car parks can 
pay using their mobile phones. 

Motorists can download an application to 
their smartphones to pay or either text or call 
a number. Town Clerk David Preston said the 
use of modern technology is something the town 
council will look into when it reviews its car 
parks. He said: “Each year the council reviews 
its car parking strategy and charging structure. 

“Our intention will be to look at our parking 
strategy going forward and that will obviously 
involve looking at different ways to pay.” 

Business leaders in Oswestry have welcomed 
the move by Shropshire Council to use technol¬ 
ogy to make parking easier. 

Mark Derham, chairman 
of Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “I think the 
times are changing so it’s got 
to be a positive step forward.” 

However, he added that 
drivers should be asked 
to pay for their parking, 
whether on their mobile or 
at a ticket machine, at their 
end of their stay. He said: “It 
would be good for people to 
be able to pay on exit instead of worrying that 
their two hours on their ticket are up.” 

The use of technology has also been supported 
by chairman of the Oswestry BID organisation 
Ian Follington. Mr Follington is heading a pro¬ 
ject to make the town a Business Improvement 
District. He said: “Anything that makes it easier 
to use car parks will be a benefit to traders so 
this needs to be looked at for Oswestry.” 

Under the Shropshire Council system, shop¬ 
pers are able to extend their stay using their 
phone so they don’t have to rush back to the car. 

Businessman Yossi Gliksman, who owns cook- 
shop Upstairs Downstairs in Leg Street, said 
using modern technology to pay should be an 
option but not compulsory. 

He said: “We need to remember that Oswestry 
is a traditional market town and not all of our 
customers are so advanced in using smart 
phones. But it should definitely be an option for 
those who want to use it.” 

He agreed drivers should pay for parking 
when leaving. He said: “Every day we have peo¬ 
ple coming into the shop who will run out half 
way through speaking to us because their ticket 
is about to run out. We need to allow people to 
stay longer if they want to.”

One way proposals 
'drawn on the back 
of a fag packet' 

PROPOSED changes to a one way system 
look “like something drawn on the back of 
a fag packet,” it has been claimed 

Welshpool county councillor Graham 
Breeze has examined new proposals for 
the system that has caused problems since 
it was introduced in 2011. Welshpool Town 
Council has asked the Welsh Government 
to reduce Broad Street to a single lane and 
return Brook Street and Union Street to 
a two-way system. Cabinet Secretary for 
economy and infrastructure Ken Skates 
said earlier this year officials were draw¬ 
ing up new plans. 

Councillor Breeze has now seen the 
plans and said: “It looks like something 
drawn on the back of a fag packet and 
my first impressions are that part of the 
herringbone parking scheme suggested is 
the wrong way around. The drawing sup¬ 
plied to the town council from the minis¬ 
ter’s office clearly shows a crossing area 
at New Street junction pointing in the 
wrong direction and preventing vehicles 
from parking correctly. A request for a 
light-controlled crossing outside the town 
hall has also been ignored and a zebra 
crossing is being proposed.” 

The new plans were due to be discussed 
by Welshpool town councillors last night 
(Wednesday).

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Campaigner urges public to 
fight for maternity units

A HEALTH campaigner has is¬ 
sued a rallying call to the pub¬ 
lic to fight to save the county’s 
midwife-led units at a series of 
workshops starting next week. 

But mother-of-four Liz Grayston, 
who is leading the campaign to save 
Oswestry’s unit, has warned if people 
are not registered to attend the con¬ 
sultation events they won’t be allowed 
in. 

The five sessions, run by Shropshire and 
Telford & Wrekin clinical commissioning 
groups (CCG), start next week in Oswestry 
and are a chance to be part of the discus¬ 
sions surrounding the future of Shrop¬ 
shire’s MLUs. 

However, capacity at these events is lim¬ 
ited so anyone intending to go along must 
pre-register. 

Shropshire CCG is currently carrying 
out a review into the county’s MLUs. The 
trust that run’s Shropshire’s two main hos¬ 
pitals are considering making the MLUs 
at Bridgnorth, Oswestry and Ludlow into 
‘birthing centres’ - closing at night. 

Mrs Grayston is urging the public to 
pre-register for the workshops and make 
their voice heard in a bid to save the ser¬ 
vices. 

“People don’t seem to know they need 
to register for these community workshops 
which is worrying,” she said. “These ser¬ 
vices are seriously under threat so I can’t 
stress how important it is that people turn 
up. This is the stage where the CCG will 
start to form what midwife-led care will 
look like in the future so it’s vital people go 
and have their say. I think if people don’t 
turn up they will just use it as an excuse to 
go ahead with their plans and end post-na¬ 
tal care or get rid of them. 

“If you believe it is important to save 
these services, go along and tell them. Once 
it’s all over, it’ll be too late to save it.” 

The first event takes place on Thursday 
next week between 10am and 12.30pm at 
Cabin Lane Church, Oswestry.

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Inquest is 
told of 
car crash 
tragedy 

A YOUNG man died when his car 
burst into flames after crashing on a 
country road. 

Jodie Michael Jordan, 23, had been 
driving a silver Audi when it left the 
road at Henlle Lane near Gobowen. 

At an inquest on Tuesday, assistant 
coroner Heath Westerman, concluded 
Mr Jordan, 23, of Penycae, Wrexham, 
died as a result of a road traffic ac¬ 
cident. After hearing calls from Mr 
Jordan’s parents for warning signs of 
a bend and junction he said he would 
consider making a call for changes 
to road markings to prevent further 
tragedies. His father, David Jordan 
said: “There needs to be signs on the 
road itself to warn people of that bend 
and the junction. We don’t want to see 
any other lives lost.” 

The inquest heard from pathologist, 
Dr Nicholas Green, who said death 
was due to exposure to fire. He told 
Mr Jordan’s family that it was likely 
that he had been unconscious before 
the fire started. 

Constable Neil Jenkins said the 
car had been travelling at just over 
52 miles an hour when it failed to ne¬ 
gotiate a sharp right hand bend just 
before the junction. 

In a police interview, a passenger in 
the car said he managed to release his 
seatbelt but said Mr Jordan’s seatbelt 
was stuck. 

The passenger said he saw the 
smoke then flames and knew he had 
to get out. 

People driving and living in the 
area said that they heard an explo¬ 
sion or saw flames at about 4.40am. 
The assistant coroner was told that 
Mr Jordan was given the silver Audi 
90 two days before the crash on May 
6 in return for work he did on a Lan- 
drover. It had not been used for about 
seven years. 

“The car should not have been on 
the road, it had no MOT and was 
probably not roadworthy,” he said. 

Following the inquest Mr Jordan’s 
father and his mother Sam said their 
son had been a “good kind lad” who 
lived life to the full. 


New era for town's 
education system starts

PUPILS started lessons at two 
new schools this week, although 
many were walking through the 
same school gates. 

Two primary schools will be built in 
Welshpool over the coming months, 
one English medium and one Welsh 
medium to replace the four - three in¬ 
fant and one junior - that have served 
the town and outlying areas. 

The £13 million project means infant and 
junior pupils are now taught together and 
a new all Welsh medium school has been 
created. 

Until the buildings are up, the newly 
named Ysgol Gymraeg y Trallwng and 
Welshpool Church in Wales School are run¬ 
ning in the existing buildings. 

All those learning in Welsh were from 
Monday being taught at the current Ard- 
wyn site while those being taught in Eng¬ 
lish are in the Gungrog, Oldford and Ysgol 
Maesydre buildings. 

Over the next two years the two new 
complexes will be constructed, the Welsh 
medium school, with 150 places on the 
Maesydre site, and English medium, with 
360 places, on land at Welshpool High 
School. Both will also have accommodation 
for early years and community use. 

It is expected that the schools will be 
ready in spring/summer 2019. 

Councillor Myfanwy Alexander, Powys 
cabinet member for education, said: “This 
is an historic moment for education in 
Welshpool and the beginning of an exciting 
£13 million project. 

“Having infant and junior schools on 
different sites has been disruptive for our 
young learners and difficult for parents 
who, if they have more than one child, have 
had to dash from one school to another at 
the beginning and end of the day.” 

The head of the Welsh medium school, 
Bethan Bleddyn said the children had been 
very excited on the first day. “We have a 
new logo and a new uniform and there has 
been much excitement,” she said. 

Mrs Bleddyn said there had been interest 
in Welsh lessons for parents.

This was an unexpected and exciting find, 
clearly needing further excavation to fully 
reveal its structure and the new grant will 
enable this to take place.” 

The latest excavation work started this 
week and will run until September 22 and 
visitors are welcome to see the archaeolo¬ 
gists at work at the castle behind the Guild¬ 
hall. 

There will be an information officer on 
site during the excavation to explain what 
the group is doing on the day. 

The HLF grant will also allow the project 
to undertake further excavations in 2018 
and 2019 and there will be opportunity for 
volunteers to help with these. 



History to be told in a comic

Depot plans 
will not hit 
bus services 

BUS services in Oswestry will not be af¬ 
fected by plans to sell off land where the 
town’s current bus depot is based. 

The yard, which is currently leased by 
Arriva for £26,000 a year, is set to go on 
sale in 2018 for £600,000. 

Halls Commercial, who are handling the 
sale, said plans are already underway to 
find a buyer and a number of developers 
have already registered their interest. 

Arriva spokeswoman, Cora Woodhouse 
said: “While we are aware the land our 
Oswestry depot is based on is for sale, we 
have no plans to close our operations in 
Oswestry and services will continue unin¬ 
terrupted.” 

The bus company’s lease runs out in 
autumn next year but it is not yet known 
where they will be moving to, however, the 
firm has said bus-users in Oswestry would 
not be affected by the plans. 

James Evans from Halls said the 0.66 
acre site has been a feature in Oswestry for 
many years but would lend itself to rede¬ 
velopment. “It has significant future devel¬ 
opment potential, subject to the necessary 
consents, and redevelopment is probably 
the way to go,” he said. 

The land is next to the Penda Retail

struck the bungalow in Unicorn Road. 

The vehicle was lifted into the air by the 
crash and landed next to the police car with 
significant rear impact damage, said Anya 
Horwood, prosecuting. 

The incident began on May 10 when two 
police officers were on plain clothes mobile 
patrol duty engaged in an operation to pre¬ 
vent street drug dealing. 

They saw a grey Ford Focus matching 
the description of a car they had been 
alerted to. As they approached on foot 
they saw Whiteside was the driver and he 
suddenly reversed towards the police car, 
colliding with it and forcing one officer to 
jump out of the way. 

It was after Whiteside was again told by 
police to stop that he reversed and struck 
the bungalow. 

Despite the damage to the Focus he then 
drove off at speed and into the town cen¬ 
tre ignoring the 30mph speed limit before 
abandoning the car about half a mile away. 
Enquiries revealed that he had been seen 
going into the nearby Morrisons supermar¬ 
ket where he was found hiding and was 
arrested. 

Miss Horwood told Liverpool Crown 
Court that at the time 28-year-old White- 
side was on bail for dangerous driving. 

Claire Jones, defending, said that Whi¬ 
teside, of Haweswater Close, Tower Hill, 
Kirkby, had “shown insight into his behav¬ 
iour and knows he has to change it”. 

He had come out of the army with mental 
health problems and post traumatic stress 
disorder. 

Whiteside pleaded guilty to the Oswestry 
matters involving dangerous driving, crim¬ 
inal damage, failing to stop after an acci¬ 
dent and driving without insurance and a 
licence. 

He was jailed for 22 months and banned 
from driving for three years 11 months.

Welshpool Town Council had 
been looking for inspiration from 
Welsh Government Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Ken Skates over the trou¬ 
blesome town one-way system 
- what it got instead simply beg¬ 
gars belief. 

Responding to public demand 
the council asked Mr Skates to 
look at reducing Broad Street 
to single lane traffic and erect 
the “promised” pelican crossing 
outside the Town Hall in a move 
to reduce dangers to both road 
users and pedestrians. 

What they got in response 
could have been written on the 
back of a fag packet in some 
late-night bar discussion by just 
about anyone with a pencil. 

And judging by the look of 
things that may be just what did 
happen, because the proposed 
herringbone parking plan would 
appear to be facing in the wrong 
direction - must have been some 
strong beer involved when Mr 
Skates’s highly qualified team 
sat down on this one. 

Plans include a zebra crossing 
outside the Town Hall, not the 
promised pelican version. 

Judging by the speed vehi¬ 
cles were travelling up Broad 
Street this week it would take a 
brave man to step out onto a ze¬ 
bra crossing and pray the traffic 
stops. 

Councillors were discussing 
the drawings at a meeting this 
week and it is to be hoped they 
sent them whistling back down 
the valleys to Cardiff with a firm 
“not good enough” scribbled 
right across them. 

Mr Skates is still sitting on 
a decision on returning Brook 
Street and Union Street to two- 
way saying that consultations 
remain ongoing. How much 
consulting do you need to do? 
It’s not rocket science to recog¬ 
nise that a massive mistake was 
made and needs rectifying. 

Another problem has emerged 
on Welshpool’s roads with the 
entrance to both the town’s fire 
and ambulance stations being 
blocked by queuing traffic at 
busy times and particularly on 
Bank Holidays when holiday¬ 
makers pass through in their 
thousands.

Brave Kim has now set up a support group 


Rape attack victim Kim 
speaks out about ordeal 


A brave rape victim has 
told of the effects the 
attacks in Oswestry had on 
her, jonny DRURY reports 

A WOMAN has spoken of the 
horrifying sexual abuse she 
suffered as a 13-year-old at 
the hands of her mother’s boy¬ 
friend in Oswestry. 

Human rights lawyer Kim Fawc¬ 
ett has waived her right to anonym¬ 
ity to speak of the profound impact 
the attacks had on her. 

Kim, 29, was groomed and raped in 
Oswestry as a child by truck driver Rob¬ 
ert Stuart McClelland. 

McClelland, 57, met Ms Fawcett’s 
mother on an internet dating website, 
and acted as a father figure to her before 
attacking her on numerous occasions. 
She became pregnant and contracted a 
sexually transmitted disease before she 
informed authorities of what she had 
been through. He was jailed for six years 
in 2004 for the attacks at his home in 
the town, and served two years. Now Ms 
Fawcett has set up a support group for 
other sufferers. She says she hopes by 
speaking out she will help others to re¬ 
port abuse they may be suffering. 

She said: ‘Since the abuse, I’ve had 
very low self-esteem and have strug¬ 
gled with suicide and depression. I often 
feel worthless and disgusting and like I 
was to blame. I wanted the group to be 
a space where women did not have to 
worry about putting on a brave face or 
hiding a secret. Where people could come 
and be exhausted or angry or ashamed, 
and not have to hide it, but to feel un¬ 
derstood and supported. I want to break

down the shame that victims feel after 
being affected by the trauma and help 
them realise it’s not their fault and it’s 
nothing to be ashamed of.” 

Ms Fawcett revealed she was raped 
again at 16 while in Crete, and has 
twice attempted to take her own life. 

However after moving from her home 
near the Shropshire border to start a 
new life in Bristol, she has set up the 
support group and has started to come 
to terms with her own situation after 
being diagnosed with post traumatic 
stress disorder. 

Her harrowing story began when her 
mother met McClelland online. Her 
relationship with her father had bro¬ 
ken down and the paedophile told her 
he was a real father figure to her. He 
showered her with gifts and began to 


groom her. It was one day when she was 
13 when her ordeal began. 

Her mother sent her off to stay with 
McClelland at his home in Oswestry, 
where he plied her with alcohol and 
raped her for the first time. 

He scratched the date into a bottle 
as a memento. Kim described how he 
bragged to other truckers at his work¬ 
place about what he had done, and 
continued to sexually attack her in his 
truck. She believed he was in love with 
her, and admitted she was dependent 
on him. She said: “He would pick me 
up from school, wearing a muscle vest, 
to rape me and no one would mind. He 
would often rape me in the quarry, or 
his van, at my mother’s house and at 
his. 

“He was my first kiss, my first 


everything. I believed he was completely 
in love with me and I was completely de¬ 
pendent on him.” 

At 14 Kim started getting stomach 
pains and discovered she was three 
months pregnant. 

McClelland told her to have an abor¬ 
tion, and when she did she was told she 
had a sexually transmitted disease. 

Following this she told a family friend 
about what she had been through, and 
this was her escape route. 

Kim informed the police because she 
didn’t want it happening to other girls. 

When police searched his property, 
the bottle was found that had a date 
scratched into it. Also text messages 
sent to Kim were found. 

He was charged by police in 2003 and 
convicted at Chester Crown Court. Mc¬ 
Clelland was released after serving just 
two years of his sentence, which had a 
lasting effect on Kim. She said: “For him 
to then be released just two years into 
his sentence shows to me a complete 
lack of understanding as to the horror 
of childhood trauma and how we view 
child abuse as a society. It added to my 
false belief that it couldn’t have been 
that bad.” 

And her ordeal was not over. She was 
raped again by a bartender in Crete. 
After the attack she went into foster 
care where she attempted to take her 
own life. She made another attempt on 
her life when she was travelling in Aus¬ 
tralia. After recently being diagnosed 
with post-traumatic stress disorder she 
learned she would have to wait eight 
months for counselling. Unwilling to 
wait for help, Kim took it on herself to 
create her own support group, founding 
the Survivors of Abuse and Sexual Vi¬ 
olence Bristol Group. Waiving her ano¬ 
nymity meant, she spoke to the Bristol 
Post and since then the support group 
has doubled in size.

The referendum was very clear 
when 17.4 million people voted 
for Brexit, the largest vote for 
anything in British history.

Last 
week, The Secretary of State for 
Exiting the European Union con¬ 
cluded the third round of EU exit 
negotiations in Brussels. Leaving 
the Single Market and the Cus¬ 
toms Union is a prerequisite for 
expanding our trade around the 
world, because we are, in the 
main, a services economy and 
any services negotiation is a ne¬ 
gotiation on domestic regulation, 
which we must control. Spiteful 
protectionism from the European 
Commission would accomplish 
nothing but impoverish all sides. 

The Prime Minister has been 
on a visit to Japan to discuss our 
economic and political ties. 

There are over 1,000 Japa¬ 
nese companies directly em¬ 
ploying 140,000 people in the 
UK; many Japanese business¬ 
es have a physical presence in 
the UK including Nomura bank, 
Hitachi and carmakers Hon¬ 
da, Nissan and Toyota. During 
the Prime Minister’s visit, Aston 
Martin announced a £500 million 
trade and investment deal with 
Japan. Scotch whisky exports 
increased 18 per cent to £75.8 
million in 2015. Next month I will 
be travelling to Washington D.C. 
to give a speech on Brexit whilst 
highlighting the Special Relation¬ 
ship between the UK and the US. 
I will meet American politicians, 
businesses and policy groups 
to promote Britain’s vision of 
amicable, reciprocal free trade 
between sovereign nations and 
good friends.

Man tried to strangle 
his wife during attack

A MAN has been given a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence after trying 
to strangle his wife in bed. 

Nigel Leach, 53, admitted two 
charges of assault following the inci¬ 
dent during the early hours of Monday 
last week. 

Flintshire Magistrates Court was told 
that when the victim’s two adult sons came 
to her rescue, Leach left but returned with 
a kitchen knife. Magistrates heard that 
he lunged at her and during a subsequent 
struggle ended up assaulting one of his 
sons. 

Leech, of Cilcoed in Chirk, was said to 
have become paranoid. 

Prosecutor Nia Lloyd said the alarm was 
raised shortly after lam when the victim 
said Leach had tried to strangle her and 
that he had a knife. 

Police attended and she told officers how 
they went to bed as usual but he grabbed 
her around the throat, tightened his grip 
and she struggled to breathe. She ended up 
with cuts to the hand and bruising to the 
throat. 

During the incident their son sustained 
cuts to his hands. 

Bethan Jones, defending, said that he ac¬ 
cepted entirely how terrified his wife and 
family must have been. 

“He is extremely distressed and remorse¬ 
ful,” she said. 

Leach received a 26-week prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years. 

He was placed on rehabilitation, ordered 
to carry out 180 hours unpaid work, and 
pay £85 costs and a £115 surcharge. Leach 
was also banned from the family home for 
the next two years.

Presenter 
lodges his 
objection to 
pig farm bid 

A TV presenter is among a host of 
residents who have objected to a plan¬ 
ning application for a pig farm that 
will house up to 2,000 animals. 

An application has been submitted 
by GW and WW Jones of Hill Farm 
in Montgomery for two pig rearing 
units, that will help with a partner¬ 
ship with Stockcroft Ltd who supply 
meat to brands such as Waitrose and 
McDonalds. 

It will include a new roofed building 
to store the manure prior to it being 
spread across the farmland. 

Objectors have argued that the 
application has been misleading and 
residents have not long realised where 
the units will be. 

They have argued the original ap¬ 
plication was for a site in Hyssington, 
eight miles from Montgomery. 

A petition has been signed by 105 
residents and Monty’s Brewery, one 
of the biggest companies in the area 
has lodged its objections to it. 

Owner Russ Honeyman said in an 
objection letter that he had concerns 
about airborne contaminants and 
smells causing problems with the 
brewery. 

TV wildlife presenter and one of the 
most recognisable faces in the area, 
Iolo Williams, has lodged his objec¬ 
tions to the plans. 

He said he was horrified by the ap¬ 
plication and said it has no place in 
rural Mid Wales. 

Currently the farm, run by Will and 
Debbie James, has 840 cross breading 
ewes and it also has 217 breeding ewe 
lambs. 

Within the application, it states 
that pigs will go into the system at 
7kg and out at 110kg, with the expec¬ 
tation that there is 2.2 cycles expected 
per year.

Dr Nash starts with a talk at 11am 
in Oswestry’s Hermon Chapel about 
the First World War links between 
Park Hall military camp and the hill- 
fort, where practice trenches were dug 
for troops to train. At 6.15pm, he will 
lead a walk of the hillfort, highlight¬ 
ing the significance of the monument 
through the ages based on its strate¬ 
gic borderland position and expansive 
views over the landscape. 

As the Great British Bake Off re¬ 
turns to our screens, Oswestry can 
enjoy a home-made serving of kitchen 
antics, with a dollop of history, at a 
free showing of the Oswestry Heritage 
Bake-Off film. 

As part of last year’s festival, the 
town pulled together to film all the 
drama, gaffs and innuendo of its own 
baking competition during a hectic 24 
hours. Film-goers can relive the icing 
mishaps and soggy bottoms when the 
curtain rises at Kinokulture Commu¬ 
nity Cinema on Saturday at 4.40pm. 

The Oswestry Heritage Gateway 
will also be launching its newsletter, 
‘Hillfort Watch’, with information on 
the conservation efforts of volunteers 
working with English Heritage and 
other hillfort initiatives. Oswestry’s 
heritage programme is headed up by 
Mark Hignett of the Oswestry Town 
Museum working with Shropshire 
Council and numerous groups and 
historical attractions. 


Restaurant's application 
refused over road fears

A POPULAR new restaurant has 
been refused planning permis¬ 
sion because of the dangers of 
the road outside. 

Hayes Barn is a bed and breakfast 
business on the edge of Oswestry. 

Recently it has been expanding, offering 
up-market themed nights, street food style 
evening meals, Sunday lunches and after¬ 
noon teas. 

This week Shropshire Council planning 
officers refused a formal planning applica¬ 
tion to use the premises as a restaurant and 
drinking establishment. 

Planning officers had agreed that the res¬ 
taurant could open pending their decision. 

Ian Kilby for Shropshire Council, in an¬ 
nouncing refusal of planning permission, 
said the site access to the development 
from Racecourse Road was on a section of 
road along which vehicles tended to travel 
at high speeds. 

He said: “Visibility is severely restricted 
in both directions by the adjacent property 
boundaries and horizontal alignment of the 
highway carriageway.” 

Louise Johnson-Rose of UK Surveyors, 
who submitted the planning application 
on behalf of Hayes Barn, said: “We would 
never take a project on if we didn’t think it 
was a viable option. 

“From our angle this isn’t the end of the 
line, we will be exploring every avenue and 
addressing around the refusal. 

“Unless the issues can be resolved we will 
be going to an appeal on the application, we 
are not going to give up on this.” 

The planning application attracted 64 
letters of support and 28 letters of objec¬ 
tion. 


Spending more than a penny on toilets

CHILDREN in a Kenyan prima¬ 
ry school no longer have to go off 
into the bush when nature calls. 

A toilet block has been built 
at the Sosoni Primary School 
where in the past, 450 children 
shared just two toilets. 

Money for the work came 
from secondary school pu¬ 
pils of Lakelands Academy in 
Ellesmere who held fundrais¬ 
ing events from cake sales to 
non-uniform days. 

The money, £780, was handed 
over for the Kenyan Schools 
Project, a charity run by Bill and 
Lynn Morris from Oswestry. 

Mr Morris said: “The Year 
9 pupils at Lakelands, under 
teacher Ian Crilly, have been 
raising money for our Kenyan 
Schools Project for many years.” 

“It is great that the teenag¬ 
ers do something for children 
in Kenya and also they can see 
where the money they raise 
goes. 

“The work has all been done 
by builders in Kenya. Now the 
toilets are finished there is a 
plaque saying that it had been 
built thanks to Lakelands Acad¬ 
emy.” The Kenyan Schools Pro¬ 
ject has donated everything from 
paper and pens and hundreds of 
desks to classrooms, toilets and 
even the electricity supply to 
schools and orphanages.

Pavement cafe 
bid thrown out 

A PUB has been refused permission 
to set up an outdoor pavement cafe 
over fears it would lead to anti-social 
behaviour. 

Wetherspoons will not be allowed 
to install four tables and eight chairs 
in front of its Wilfred Owen pub in 
Oswestry’s Willow Street. 

Shropshire Council planning of¬ 
ficers said there were concerns about 
access potential anti-social behaviour. 

Planning case officer Janet Davies 
said: “The proposed introduction of 
a pavement seating area within the 
proposed town centre location, close 
to the highway and an entrance to 
the park, raises health and safety con¬ 
cerns and could potentially lead to an¬ 
ti-social behaviour to the detriment of 
the amenity of the area for residents 
and visitors.” 

Four arrested in 
terrorism probe 

FOUR alleged members of banned 
neo-Nazi group National Action have 
been arrested on suspicion of prepar¬ 
ing acts of terror. 

The men, including a 32-year-old 
from Powys, were detained as part of 
a “pre-planned and intelligence-led” 
operation, said West Midlands Police. 

The men are members of the army. 

The force said there was “no threat 
to the public’s safety”. 

All four are being held at a police 
station in the West Midlands and 
a number of properties are being 
searched. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
spoke of his shock at the news, say¬ 
ing: “The arrest of a member serving 
in the army from Powys, together 
with three other serving members of 
the army from different parts of the 
UK, demonstrates that the evil of ter¬ 
rorism can lie anywhere, and that we 
must always remain vigilant.”

Landowners' 
lynx support 

FIVE landowners in Mid Wales have 
said they would consider taking part 
in a project to re-introduce lynx into 
the country. 

In 2015, the Lynx UK Trust put out 
a plea for anyone who would be will¬ 
ing to allow their land to be used and 
now they say five landowners have 
come forward. 

If the Lynx UK Trust wanted to 
bring the animals to Wales, it would 
have to apply for a special licence from 
Natural Resources Wales. 

However, the plans have been met 
with objection from the National 
Sheep Association who fear the ani¬ 
mals would pose a threat to sheep. 

Questions sought 
for police boss 

RESIDENTS are being encouraged to 
send in their questions to a police and 
crime panel. 

People in Mid Wales can now sub¬ 
mit questions to the Dyfed-Powys Po¬ 
lice and Crime Panel for it to put them 
to Commissioner Dafydd Llywelyn.

Go-ahead is given for 
25-house development

PLANS have been given the go- 
ahead for a 25-home develop¬ 
ment. 

The site is located near the A458 
trunk road east of All Saints Church 
on land adjacent to The Fron, Middle- 
town near Welshpool. 

EM and AR Paddock have been success¬ 
ful in their application, which will provide 
14 two and three bedroom semi-detached 
houses, seven, three to four bedroom de¬ 
tached homes, and four, four to five bed¬ 
room detached homes. 

Within the planning report discussed by 
the Powys County Council planning com¬ 
mittee there were a number of objections 
to the plan. 

Trewern Community Council said it was 
concerned about access to the site and the 
stretch of road, but did state it recognises 
the benefit of providing car parking for the 
church, which is included in the develop¬ 
ment. Powys County Council’s countryside 
services was against the plans as plots 22 
and 23 “restrict byway five”. 

Local councillor Dawn Bailey raised vari¬ 
ous concerns including the impact the plans 
would have on a Grade Il-listed house, the 
church and Cefn Y Castell monument. 

However, due to a lack of housing supply 
in the Powys, the application was passed by 
the committee with conditions. 

Council planning officers had recom¬ 
mended approval of the plan as long as 
conditions were met.

Ysgol Gymraeg y Trallwng asked the 
council to secure the Ardwyn site and 
it was announced that the pathway 
through the grounds would have to 
close after over 60 years. 

But now the council has announced 
the path will stay open and is being 
fenced off from the school in a move 
that meets safety concerns of the chil¬ 
dren and allows the public to use the 
valuable link between the town and 
Red Bank. 

Campaigners had demonstrated 
by forming a human chain along the 
pathway and Graham Breeze, the 
countycCouncillor for the Llanerchy- 
ddol Ward, took their protests to the 
council’s education department and 
announced the decision. 

“It is heartening to know that the 
officers have listened to our views and 
while we must always be aware of the 
safety of the schoolchildren a valuable 
compromise has been found,” he said. 

“The alternative route for people 
taking pushchairs and prams up Red 
Bank, where there is no pavement, 
was extremely dangerous and the 
council has recognised the issues. 

“Fencing off the path was the best 
solution.” 

Alan Crowe, who fronted a cam¬ 
paign and organised the human chain, 
was delighted by the decision. 

“This is really good news,” the cam¬ 
paigner said.

His counter selection of around a 
dozen cask ales, rotated regularly, is 
attracting true beer drinkers from a 
wide area and his vast knowledge of 
the trade was passed on to club mem¬ 
bers. 

Roadworks see 
meeting cancelled 

AN Oswestry group has cancelled its 
regular meeting because of roadworks 
in the town.

Plea for drivers to obey 
rules at fire station

COUNCILLORS are calling for 
action over motorists block¬ 
ing the exit to a fire station. 

Staff at Welshpool Fire Station 
have issued a plea to drivers who 
have been stopping across the en¬ 
trance to the station, blocking fire 
engines and potentially delaying 
them in their efforts to attend 
emergency calls. 

The problem came to a head over 
the recent bank holiday weekend when 
Welshpool ground to a halt with tail¬ 
backs throughout the town. 

The exit onto Severn Road is marked 
with a yellow box junction, where driv¬ 
ers are not permitted to stop. County 
Councillor Graham Breeze said the 
situation, which also affects the neigh¬ 
bouring ambulance station, is a “dis¬ 
aster waiting to happen”. He said: 
“Something really does need to be done 
because this is a problem that has been 
going on for a while. 

“I can understand that these are mo¬ 
torists who probably don’t know the 
area and don’t know there is an ambu¬ 
lance station there. 

“I believe talks have been held with 
Powys County Council regarding get¬ 
ting something done about the prob¬ 
lem. 

“There is so much traffic on that road 
coming into the town, and it is more ev¬ 
ident on bank holiday weekends like we 
have just had. 

“The engines there could be coming 
out to an emergency to see anyone, and 
it could be you or me it is going to help. 

“Something needs to be done because 


it really is a disaster waiting to hap¬ 
pen.” 

Mr Breeze’s fellow Welshpool 
County Councillor, Phil Pritchard, 
has taken the issue up with the local 
authority, and has previously sug¬ 
gested signs be put in place to warn 
drivers when they are approaching 
the stations. 

He said: “There appears to be an 


agreement from Powys highways 
that something needs to be done, and 
that signage can be put in place. 

“It is being worked on at the mo¬ 
ment and is a work in progress. A 
meeting has been arranged with the 
station officer but these things don’t 
happen overnight. If it is here in six 
months I will be happy, but if some¬ 
thing is in place in three months I 


will be delighted.” Firefighter and 
former councillor Brendan McWhin- 
nie believes problems have become 
worse since the introduction of 
Welshpool’s one-way system. 

He said: “There have been further 
problems this weekend, however it 
didn’t happen at a time when there 
was a call out and it didn’t effect our 
level of response.”

EFFORTS from volunteers have helped 
to remove an old railway embankment as 
part of the Montgomery Canal Restora¬ 
tion project. 

The charity that cares for the canal 
has started work on its lottery-funded 
project to open up different areas of the 
canal both sides of the Shropshire/Powys 
border.

Warning given over algae danger at beauty spot

DANGEROUS blue-green algae has appeared 
at a beauty spot near Oswestry, with people 
told to stay away from the water. 

Visitors are being advised not to take a dip 
in the Mere at Ellesmere or let their pets go in 
or drink the water as a precautionary measure 
after a number of suspected blue-green algae 
blooms have again appeared on the lake.

Some of the blue-green algae in the 


Blue-green algae are a common form of bac¬ 
teria that occurs naturally in inland waters, 
estuaries and the sea. Blooms usually form in 
shallow water that is subject to strong sun¬ 
light, and are a blue/green colour. 

If the blue-green blooms are swallowed, they 
can cause stomach upsets in humans and more 
serious illnesses in pets. 


Shropshire Council has put up warning signs 
around the Mere to warn residents about the 
algae. 

Stuart Edmunds, from Shropshire Wild¬ 
life Trust, said: “Blue-green algal blooms are 
natural annual features of some water bodies 
across the UK and will be benefiting from ideal 
weather conditions in Shropshire over the last

few months. People may be exposed to the tox¬ 
ins in blue-green algae through contact with 
the skin (e.g. when swimming), through inha¬ 
lation or by swallowing contaminated water. 

“These toxins can cause skin rashes, nausea, 
vomiting, stomach pains, fever and headaches. 
Occasionally they can cause more serious 
illness such as liver and brain damage.”

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Council gives 
a reminder 
over waste 

HOLIDAY accommodation providers 
are being reminded by Powys County 
Council of their responsibilities for 
the waste they produce. 

Any waste or recycling produced 
from these premises is classed as 
commercial. Businesses including 
self-catering holiday accommodation 
providers have a legal duty of care to 
store, transport and dispose of their 
commercial waste in a professional 
manner. 

The council’s Waste and Recycling 
Team has been writing to hundreds 
of businesses across the county to re¬ 
mind them of their responsibilities. 

For most businesses, all they need 
to do is simply show the documenta¬ 
tion they receive when they use an 
authorised waste carrier or licensed 
facility. 

The documentation provides an 
audit trail which verifies that they 
have exercised their duty of care and 
their waste has ended up in an appro¬ 
priate recycling or disposal facility. 

The council are ambassadors for the 
‘right Waste, right Place’ campaign, 
which aims to help small businesses 
comply with the law around waste. 
The law is important to safeguard 
public health and the environment 
and it makes sure waste ends up in 
the right place. 

Councillor Phyl Davies, cabinet 
member for waste and recycling, said: 
“It’s great that Powys is such a beau¬ 
tiful place to visit and attracts a lot of 
holiday accommodation but this does 
generate extra waste and recycling for 
which there is an additional cost to the 
taxpayer. 

“Most businesses in the county com¬ 
ply with the law and pay for their com¬ 
mercial waste to be collected by the 
council or an alternative registered 
company.” 


Help for firms hit by 
rate increases revealed

A FUND worth £1.3 million will 
be split between more than 1,000 
businesses hit by hikes in busi¬ 
ness rates under plans unveiled 
by Shropshire Council. 

The authority has been working on 
its business rate relief scheme for sev¬ 
eral months, and came under fire in 
June for not making the money avail¬ 
able earlier. 

The government has put up £1.3million 
to help businesses in Shropshire affected in 
this financial year. 

The funding will continue for three years 
but will reduce considerably year-on-year 
- to £635,000 for 2018/19, to £262,000 for 
2019/20, and £37,000 in 2020/21. 

Any of the funding not handed out will 
then be taken back by the government. 

Under the council plans it is estimated 
that more than 1,100 businesses will be el¬ 
igible for the rate-relief fund. 

The money will help mitigate against in¬ 
creases in business rates brought about by 
the first revaluation of properties in seven 
years. It means some businesses face an in¬ 
crease in bills of up to 42 per cent. 

A report prepared by James Walton, 
Shropshire Council’s head of finance, 
states: “Council officers have identified 
1,129 businesses with a rateable value be¬ 
tween £15,000 and £200,000 that have seen 
an increase in their net rates.” 

Councillors will discuss Mr Walton’s re¬ 
port and the plans are likely to go out to 
consultation.

Parking fee 
at hospital

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Growing equity release market 
helping more to buy homes 


First time buyer 
activity continues 
to see growth 

First time buyer activity continued to grow in 
the UK in June with lending to this sector up 
by 26% compared to the previous month and 
up 9% year on year. 

The latest figures from UK Finance show that 
this equated to 36,000 loans, up 22% month on 
month and 6% year on year. 

The data also shows that home owner 
remortgage activity totalled £6 billion, up 5% by 
value on May and 7% year on year with loans 
totalling 34,300, up 5% month on month and 6% 
on a year ago. 

Gross buy to let totalled £3 billion, up 3% on 
May and up 3% compared to June 2016. These 
equated to 19,700 loans, up 3% month on month 
and 6% year on year. 

On a non-seasonally adjusted basis, UK 
Finance data shows that mortgage lending in 
the second quarter also rose. Flome buyers 
borrowed £34.4 billion, up 18% quarter on quarter 
and 24% on the same quarter in 2016. 

Within this, first time buyers borrowed £14.8 
billion, up 18% and 10% while home movers 
borrowed £19.6 billion, up 19% and 21%. Flome 
owner remortgage activity totalled £16.9 billion, 
down 11% by value on the first quarter but up 1% 
on a year ago. 

Gross buy to let totalled £8.4 billion, down 6% 
compared to the first three months of the year but 
up 5% on the second quarter of 2016. 

“June’s figures show a busy month in the 
mortgage market, with home movers having their 
highest monthly activity levels for over a year and 
an especially high number of loans for first time 
buyers,” said Paul Smee, head of mortgages at 
UK Finance. 

“Buy to let activity remains subdued compared 
to its 2015 peak but consistent month to month 
since stamp duty changes in April 2016. But there 
are also signs of a softening market and we are 
not anticipating that this performance will be 
sustained in the second half of 2017,” he pointed 
out. 

“A slightly lop-sided market could well show 
some growth in house purchase lending but 
alongside reduced remortgage and buy to let 
activity,” he added. 

The figures also show that affordability metrics 
for first time buyers saw the typical loan size 
increase from £137,000 in May to £139,000 in 
June. The average household income increased 
to £41,000 from £40,500. This meant the income 
multiple went up from 3.58 to 3.59. 

The average amount borrowed by home 
movers in the UK increased to £180,000 from 
£177,000 the previous month, while the average 
home mover household income increased 
month-on-month from £54,900 to £55,200. The 
income multiple for the average home mover 
went up to 3.39 from 3.37. 

Buy to let activity was driven by remortgage 
lending which accounted for over two thirds of 
total lending. 

Buy to let house purchase and remortgage 
activity in June remained consistent with monthly 
levels seen since the change on stamp duty on 
second properties introduced in April last year. 



New figures show how the growing 
equity release market is helping first 
time buyers in the UK get on the housing 
ladder. 

Equity release has helped the 
equivalent of 13 first time buyers a week 
in the first half of 2017, highlighting 
how important it has become for the 
current housing market. The report 
from Retirement Advantage shows how 
relatives are using the equity in their 
home to help family members who are 
otherwise struggling to save for a deposit 
for their first home. 

Ladder 

The data reveals that in the first 
six months of the year some 2% of 
customers said they were purchasing an 
equity release product so that they could 
help a first time buyer. Over the same 
period, figures from the Equity Release 
Council show that there were 16,805 new 
equity release customers nationwide. 

By applying its experiences across the 
whole of the UK, Retirement Advantage 
estimates this equates to 13 people each 
week being helped on to the first rung 
of the property ladder thanks to equity 
release. 

“Much has been made of the financial 
support first time buyers get from 
relatives. What we are seeing is that 
existing property wealth is a significant 
source of finance for that support,” 
said Alice Watson, head of marketing at 
Retirement Advantage Equity Release. 

“As the equity release market continues 
to boom and products grow in popularity, 
helping first time buyers comes up 


consistently as a common reason 
for choosing to release equity,” she 
explained. 

“People want to use the value 
stored away in their properties to treat 
themselves in retirement, in the shape of 


home improvements or holidays, but they 
want to help loved ones too. 

“For the majority of over 55s, property 
is their single biggest source of wealth,” 
she pointed out. 


“Combined with the growing trend of 
families helping first time buyers onto the 
property ladder, it is likely we’ll see many 
more people become property owners 
thanks to equity release over the coming 
months and years,” she added. 


One in five landlords plans to sell from portfolio 


One in five landlords in the UK plans to sell at 
least one property from their portfolios in the 
next 12 months despite seeing more demand for 
lettings, new research shows. 

While 22% want to sell, some 18% are planning 
to buy more properties to add to their portfolios, 
according to a survey of almost 3,000 landlords 
published by the Residential Landlord Association 
(RLA). 

In the last six months the proportion of landlords 
who have added to their portfolio is down by 7%, 
and the proportion who have reduced the size of 
their portfolio is up by 2%. 

The quarterly research survey also found that 33% 
of landlords have seen an increase in demand for 
homes to rent over the past three years and faced 
by an imbalance in the supply and demand for 
rental properties, 47% indicated that they expected 
to increase rents over the next year. 

The main reason for raising rents seems to be 
the phasing out of mortgage interest relief which 
began in April with 35% saying being taxed on their 
turnover rather than their profit is why they are set to 
increase rents. 

While a number still want to increase their 
portfolios, the 18% is down from six months ago 
and the proportion who plan to reduce the size of 
their portfolio has increased. This finding could 
signify that landlords are preparing to reduce the 
size of their portfolios in reaction to policy change, 
the report suggests. 

“As demand continues to increase for homes 
to rent, punitive tax changes are discouraging

investment by the majority of good landlords who 
want to provide accommodation. Whilst efforts by 
the Government to support institutional investment 
in the sector are welcome, this will remain a drop in 
the ocean,” said RLA chairman Alan Ward. 

“To meet demand, we need pro-growth taxation 
that actively supports and encourages the majority 
of landlords who are individuals providing good 


housing, to invest in the new homes to rent we so 
desperately need,” he added. 

The survey also found that almost one in three 
landlords reported that they attempted to evict a 
tenant in the past 12 months with the majority, 60%, 
saying this was due to rent arrears, with tenants 
owing on average £1,000. The report says this is a 
serious concern, and future changes to the sector 
could exacerbate this issue, especially the changes 
to mortgage interest relief. 

Regarding the impact of welfare reform, the 
findings present a stark account of issues 
associated with the introduction of universal credit. 
Of those who let to tenants on universal credit 
or housing benefit 38% reported that they have 
experienced universal credit tenants going into rent 
arrears in the past 12 months. 

The survey shows that 53% of landlords 
successfully request an Alternative Payment 
Arrangement, but 45% reported that the DWP were 
unhelpful when contacted. The issue of rent arrears 
for universal credit tenants, is also one of the 
leading reasons for a landlord attempting to regain 
possession of the property with 64% of landlords 
saying so. 

The report says that these findings suggest 
that reform to universal credit is needed. “The 
Government needs to ensure that it is easier 
for landlords to claim alternative payment 
arrangements and ensure rent arrears are kept to a 
minimum. 

“Without these reforms, landlords may continue to 
be unwilling to provide homes to those on universal 
credit,” it points out.

Siqninq of treaty will be 
recoanised at event 



A n ancient county town in 
Mid Wales is preparing 
to turn back the clock 
750 years to celebrate 
the signing of a famous 
landmark treaty. 

On September 29, 1267, King Henry III of England and 
Llywelyn ap Gruffydd, Prince of Gwynedd, signed the 
Treaty of Montgomery at Rhydwhyman Ford, Caerhowell. 

The ford was a key crossing point of the River Severn 
at the time. 

The landmark treaty recognised Llywelyn as the Prince 
of Wales. 

It gave him territories in Wales and England. 

In return, he swore loyalty to Henry. 

It was the first time that an English ruler had recognised 
the right of a Welsh prince to rule over Wales. 

To mark the 750th anniversary on September 29, 
there will be a short re-enactment of the treaty signing 
at Rhydwhyman Ford in Montgomery with local 
schoolchildren taking part. 

Later in the evening, there will be a Medieval Banquet 
and entertainment in the Town Hall, tickets for which will 
be available shortly. 

Montgomery’s award-winning brewery, Monty’s 
Brewery, will commemorate the event with a celebratory 
brew which will be available throughout the weekend. 

The celebrations are being organised by Montgomery 
Town Council and partners. 

Councillor Cerys Thomas said: “This is an historic 
event for Wales and we’re looking forward to marking it in 
Montgomery with a host of activities for the people. 

“We’ve got plenty of history in Montgomery and we’ve 
had different re-enactments before but we’ve never had 
a 750th anniversary before so this is something special 
for us. 


“We’re looking forward to it and I hope everyone else is 
looking forward to it, and will come out to watch.” 

On September 30, there will be a medieval 
encampment based at Montgomery Castle. 

The camp will allow visitors to learn about life in the 
13th century and to see clothing, food and weaponry 
from the period. 

Children will have the opportunity to dress up 


and handle weapons safely and there will be mock 
tournaments and skirmishes. 

The Treaty of Aberconwy of 1277 superseded the 
Treaty of Montgomery and severely curbed Llywelyn’s 
power. 

In December 1282, 15 years after the original treaty, 
Llywelyn was killed in a surprise attack in Cilmeri, near 
Builth Wells.

Impressive range for small price tag 



The Zoe is quite a pretty little car - there’s something very chic about its looks

You could think of the Renault Zoe as the 
rather hilarious little Twizy quadricycle’s 
older sister. Whereas the Twizy is has its 
limitations, the Zoe is a proper car with 
five seats, a boot and a useable real-world 
electric driving range. 

Not only is the Zoe a family car, it’s also a 
zero-emissions vehicle, meaning it qualifies 
for the Government’s full £4,500 plug-in car 
grant. This helps bring the Zoe’s price down 
to a lowly £14,245, but doesn’t include the 
mandatory monthly battery hire fee. 

Renault first introduced the Zoe back in 
2013. Since then, however, the electric car has 
been facelifted for the 2017 model year and 
gains a new 250-mile battery - the Z.E.40. 
There’s also the new Signature Nav top-level 
trim. 

This new battery is the most important 
update for the Zoe, however, as it dramatically 
increases its appeal compared with its rivals. 
The 250-mile range is based on the New 
European Driving Cycle (NEDC), however, 
and Renault says that in the real world this 
will be closer to 184 miles in summer and 124 
miles in the winter. 

Our test vehicle was fitted with Renault’s 
R90 electric motor. This unit develops a 
modest 91 bhp and 220Nm of torque, which 
allows for a 0-60mph time 13.3 seconds and 
a top speed of 84mph. This means the Zoe is 
considerably slower than most conventional 
cars, as well as the Hyundai loniq Electric. 

However, this won’t pose too much of a 
problem, as the Zoe will likely spend most of 
its time driving in busy urban environments. 
Here, the instant torque provided by the 
electric motor means you set off pretty 


quickly, so you won’t be holding any one up 
at the lights. 

The Zoe comes as standard with a home¬ 
charging unit, so you’ll be able to replenish its 
batteries in as little as seven hours. 

Obviously, the Zoe doesn’t emit any C02 
either, so you won’t have to worry about 
paying vehicle excise duty. 

While the electric motor’s instant torque 
will get you up to 30mph in a timely fashion 
- which is ideal for inner-city driving - it takes 
a long time to reach open road speeds. This 
means the Zoe isn’t really cut out for long¬ 
distance motorway hauls, and its range will be 
a limiting factor too. 

Around town, however, the Zoe is perfectly 
capable. There’s plenty of visibility afforded 
by the fairly high driving position, and its 
relatively small size means it’s easy to slot into 
tighter spaces. 

The Zoe isn’t exactly amazing dynamically, 
though. It’s quite a tall car, so there’s a fair 
amount of lean through the corners when 
pressing on. The steering is also rather vague, 
and it will take a bit of time to get used to 
the regenerative brakes, which are rather 
grabby. However, if you stick to low-speed city 
driving, you’ll find the Zoe is comfortable and 
incredibly easy to drive. 

To our eyes at least, the Zoe is quite a pretty 
little car. There’s something very chic about its 
looks - which is no doubt a by-product of its 
French roots. With the possible exception of 
the Tesla Model S, the Zoe is actually one of 
the most attractive-looking EVs on sale today. 

While it may also be one of the most 
affordable, it certainly doesn’t look “cheap” 
and will look right at home when parked up on 
a fashionable high street. 

As far as space is concerned, two adults will 


be able to sit in relative comfort in the back 
seats - although they might be a bit squashed 
if sat behind taller front passengers. Boot 
space stands at 338 litres, which is decent 
but falls short of its rivals. By comparison, the 
Hyundai loniq and Nissan Leaf offer 350 litres 
and 370 litres respectively. 

Standard equipment is fairly generous, 
with even entry-level models benefitting 
from Renault’s R-Link infotainment system 
and satellite navigation. Our mid-range 


Dynamique Nav specification test car came 
equipped with a hands-free key card, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth audio streaming and rear 
parking sensors. 

Prices for the Renault Zoe start at just 
£14,245 - which is considerably lower than 
rivals such as the Hyundai loniq and Nissan 
Leaf, which start at £24,995 and £16,680 
respectively. 

However, that price tag does not include the 
mandatory monthly battery hire fee, which 


costs upwards of £59 per month based on 
mileage. If you would prefer to buy the Zoe 
and battery outright, you’ll need to part with 
£19,845 for the entry-level i-Expression Nav 
model. 

The Zoe earns points for being one of the 
most affordable electric cars on the market. 

It’s not going to amaze you with its dynamic 
abilities, but as an urban daily driver its 
superior range, practical interior and attractive 
looks make it hard to beat in this segment.
